The legally-vested rights of railway com- 
panies, like other rights of property, are sacred, 
and no violation of them comes  witbin 
the scope of your design. But, on this 
question, railroad- men misunderstand their 
situation. They believe, or pretend to 
belfeve, that railways are the property 
of the companies authorized to run them. which 
is a cardinal error, the parent of much false ar- 
gument. A public highway cannot be private 
property, anda railroad laid out and built by 
the authority of the State for the purpose of 
commerce is 

AS MUCH A PUBLIC HIGHWAY 
asaturnpike road, canal, or navigable river. 
It isthe duty of the State to promote inter- 
course and trade by making highways, of 
the best sort through her territory. To 
this end she may take land and mate- 
rials, which is an exercise of the power 
of eminent domain. She can build a railway at 
her own expense, using the direct agency of her 
own officers, and, after it is built, she can make 
it free to, all comérs or reimburse 
the cost by special tax on jndividuals who have 
occasion to use it. 
and the taxing powers to a corporation ora 
natural person, and that is what she always 
does when she grantsa railroad charter. But, 
in either or any case, the road belongs to the 
State, and all the peopie have a right to use it 
upon compliance with the necessary regulatious 
and payment of the proper tax. The corpora- 
tions who huve 

GOT INTO THE HABIT 
of calling themselves the owgers of the rail- 
roads have no proprietary right, title, or claim 
to the roads themselves. but a mere franchise, 
annexed and exercisable thereon. They are 
the agents of the State for the performance 
of a public duty. If the franchise be forfeited 
or surrendered, or if it expires by efflux of time, 


runs it herself, or employs a new agent. 
The Company cannot keep the road, any more 
than an outgoing Collector of a port can appro- 
priate to himself the custom-house where he did 
his officiai work. 


FREIGHTS. 

Upon the subject of freight-tolis he says:

States med that a subsequent law 
to restrain them within reasonable 
limits was no violation of the original 
contract. This principle applies to a Company 
whose maximum is upredsonably higb, because 
such a ratio is the same thing as 
no limitation’. at all. p conciusion that 
all the railroad corgorations in the country may 
be constitutionally restrained to reasonable 
and just charges ie not drawn from 
the fact that railroads 2 public highways. 
If they owned the corpus the road, and used 
it in the business of a Common carrier, they 
might be compelled to behave themselves justly 
toall their customers and submit tou regula- 
tion for the pubtic rood. 
MOST OF OUR WESTERN ROADS 
were built with the proceeds of public lands 
granted immediately by the United States to 
the several companies which now have 
them in charge. They did not 
really cost the stockholders anything. and, in 
some cases, they got lands worth a 
great deal more than all the expenses 
of meking stock and running the roads. 
The two companies between Omaha and San 
Franciseo raised in cash out of Government 
bonds, lands, and miortgages of their franchises 
FOUR OR FIVE TIMES AS MUCH AS THBY 
NECESSARILY EXPENDED 
upon the roads, The stockholders, without 
paying anything, put the enormous surplus 
into their pockets. These roads, thus built 
at the public expense, and in some 
cases paid for by the public five times over, are 
now claimed as the private property.of the com- 
panies, and the right of the public to use 
them as highways is utterly denied. Neverthe- 
less, I think the. claim of these com- 
panies to ‘take reasonable tolls stands 
upon the same foundation ‘as 
that of companies whose noads were built by the 
stockholders themselves, at their own proper 
expense. The grant of lands invested 
the grantees with a title which could 
not be revoked if the conditions of it were per- 
formed. If they sold or mortgaged the land 
and invested the proceeds in the construction 
of a railroad under a charter from 
a State or General Government, which author- 
izes them them to take a fair profit in the shape 
of tolls, they have as good a right to the tolls as 
if the capital to build the road 
HAD BEEN RAISED BY THEMSELVES,— 
that is to say. those companies which built the 
roads with capital donated by the pub- 
lic have the same right as  oth- 
er companies to charge reasonable toll, but 
their demand of excessive tolls, though not 
worse in law, seems in the eye of natural reason 
a greater outrage. If railroad cnrpora- 
tions have the unlimited power 
which they claim, then all business is at their 
mercy, Agriculture, commerce, manufactures 
must suffer what they choose to _ inflict. 
They may rob labor of the bread: it 
wins and deprive all other enterprise of its just 
reward. Though this power does not belong to 
them legally, — 
THEY HAVE BEEN PERMITTED TO USURP IT, 
and I need not tell you that they have 
grossly abused it. They avow that they 
make their exactions with an eye 
single to their own advantage, 
without considering any right.ar interest of the 
public. They boldly express their determina- 
tion to charge “as much as the trailic 
will bear,”—that is to say, they 
will take from the profits of every man’s 
business as much as can de taken 
without compellmg him to quit it. ia 
the aggregate, this amounts to the 
most enormous oppression and unjust tax 
that ever was laid upon the industry of any 
people under the sun. The irregular- 
ity with which this tax is hid makes 
it all the harder to bear. Men go into a 
business which may tbrive at present 
rates, and will find themselves crushed 
by burdens, unexpectediy thrown upon 
them after. It is the habit of the railroad 
companies to change their rates of transporta- 
tion often and suddenly—in particular, to make 


the charges ruinously high without any notice. 


at all. 

THE FARMERS OF THE GREAT WEST 
have made a large crop of grain, which they 
may sell at fafr prices if they can have it car- 
ried to the Eastern ports, even at the 
unreasonably high freights of last summer. 
But, just now, ft is Said that the railway com- 
panies have agreed among themselves to raise 
the freight five cents per hundred weight, 
which is equal to an export tax upon 
the whole crop of probably $75,000,000. 
The farmers must submit to this highway 
robbery, or else keep the products of 
their land to rot on their hands. Ther submit, 
of course, as all other classes of industrious peo- 
ple submit to similar im positions. 

COMMON JUSTICE IMPERATIVELY BREQUIRES 
that freights be fixed, settled, and prescribed 
by law, and that they be not changed 
at the mere will of the rail- 
road companies. But the discriminations 
which make the rates unequalare the most 
odious feature. The case you men- 
tion, of to Salt Lake. and 
only $2.50 to San Francisco is, perhaps. 
not the most unrighteous, but it is as gross 
a violation of legal principle as can 
be cornceived. If the railways belong 
to the people, then the rights of 
all citizens are precisely equal, and all discrim- 
inations are unlawful. Without reference to 
the public right of property, they are so 
shamefully imperious in their general effect, 
and in their particular consequences, that no 
weil-governed State would endure them. 

Judge Black refers to 

THE POLITICAL POWER OF RAILROADS 

as follows: 


These railroad and transportation companies 
connect themselves with everything. The pro- 
motion of commerce. international and foreign, 
the interest of buyer and seller. the rights 
of producer and consumer, the  neads 
of the people, and the prosperity of the rich all 
cry aloud for some system of management 
which will compel them to do the duties they 
owe to the public faithfully, at rates reasonubie, 
fixed, uniform, and equal, without extortion, 
without wanting changes, without discrimina- 
tion. The laws necessary for this purpose are 
not difficult to frame. If you will look 
at the Constitution of Pennsylvania, as 
amended in 1873, you will find, in 
the seventeenth section, a series of 
provisions which, if carried out and enforced, 
would be amply sufficient; but the railiroad- 
men and their advocates have managed to im- 
press the Legislature with the idea that 
they are above the Constitution. They assert 
that every restriction imposed upon them in the 
interest of justice, equality, and fair- 
dealing is a violation of the contract 
embodied in their charters. All this is 

NO DOUBT, VERY FALSE DOCTRINE, 
but they continue in some way—I really don't 
know how-to make the State authorities 

it as true. I maintain that 
States have a clear and 
indefeasible right to protect their people 
against such wrongs, and to exercise the power 
asasacred duty. When that duty is prop- 
erly performed the internal trade of 
each State win cease to be enslaved 
and crippled as it is now. Doubtless you are 
right in belief that public opinion will be in 
favor of your movement. Reflecting men can- 
not deny its justice, but 
THE INFUENCE OF THESE GREAT CORPORA- 
TIONS 
can hardly be calculated. They have methods 
of defense and offense which make titem almost 
invincible. You have referred to portions of 
their history which prove this. Some of 
the State Governments are literally subjugated 
by them now. It will require a strong 
organization and much labor to reduce 
them. Undisciplined militia in the open feld 
inake a poor fight against regulars intrenched. 
What are corn-stalks against cannon? Such 
is the truth against money. You ask what I 
think of regulating these affairs by the 
agency of a Commissioner. In England I. be- 
lieve that plan has been a complete success. In 
California, J understand, it is a dead failure.

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Outside ew York..

The exchanges outside of this city show in- 
crease with unusual uniformity, and arein the 
aggregate remarkably large fora week of only 
five days, averaging $49,300,000 daily. This daily 
average. has never been exceeded except in the 
first week of this month. The aggregate for the 
month outside of New Tors will probably be 
fully $1,150,000,000, with a daily average of $117,- 
500,000, and the monthly return has never before 
exceeded $1,100,000 except in October, 1879, with 
twenty-nine working days and a daily average 
of $40,965,000. The slight decrease at only two 
of the smaller cities is without significance, and 
the heavy increase at almost every other city 
shows that the general business of the country 
is larger than ever. It is to be regretted that 
much of the aggregate is due to speculation in 
products, especially at the principal forwarding 
cities, but the speculation is by no means as 
general or as wild as it was in the fall, and the 
sure remedy, stringency in the money market, 
bas been applied already. Ino 
business of the country probably was never in 
amore bealthy or prosperous condition, since 
nothing is to be feared from any action which 
the arrest of speculative movements may cause. 


A GENERAL VIEW. 
THE MONEX SQUEEZE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 1.—The share specula- 
tion at the Stock Exchange to-day was in a 
highly feverish and unsettled condition. At 
times the market appeared to be on the verge 
of a panic, but apparently those working 
for lower prices are no more anxious to see a 
panic than are the large speculative holders 
of stocks, and at the critical moment the 
market is heid within reasonable bounds. 
During the first hour prices fell 1 to 5 for the 
leading stocks, but a little after the hour an 
upward reaction began, and by noon a good 
part of the early decline had been 
recovered. The difficulty in getting money 
was fully as great as it has been at any time, 
brokers paying all sorts of commissions up 
to one-quarter of 1 per cent per day to have 
their stocks carried. 

THE TROUBLE WITH THE MONEY MARKET 
is that the banks are practicaily helpless to 
give ald, their facilities having been fully 
taxed by the speculation of the last few weeks, 
which has required enough money or credits 
to expand theiryloans to figures never 
before reached. Moreover the demand 
for money from the South and parts 
of the West has continued very large, 
the express companies reporting large daily 
shipments of coin. This demand is nothing 
unusual at this season of the year. but is felt 
more severely this year because of the ex- 
pansion in speculation. While the banks are 
losing money in this way, as well as to the 
Treasury, they are gaining comparatively 
little by receipts of money from near-by 
places; and have to depend mainly for the 
replenishment of their reserves on receipts of 
foreign specie. These latter, although large,

SECRETARY SCHURZ’S REPORT. 

It is safe to predict that the annual report 
of the Secretary of the Interior, the leading 
features of which will be found elsewhere in 
Tue Tripune this morning, will prove to be 
the ab st, best-written, and most entertain- 
ing of all the State papers which are to be 
presented, to Congress next week. The In- 
terior Department covers a vast portion of 
the public domain. It includes the Indian 
Bureau, the Patent Office, the Land Office, 
the Bureau of Railroad Accounts, the Pen- 
sion Office, the Census Bureau, the Bureau 
of Education, and the office of the 
Geological Survey. Secretary Schurz says 
many things of interest about all these 
branches of the public service, and says them 
in that attractive manner which character- 
izes all his utterances. His report this year 
has a peculiar value, because he puts it forth 
as the last which he is to make in his present 
capacity, hence his suggestions and recom- 
mendations will be received without a sus- 
picion in any quarter that they were prompt- 
ed by self-interest. 

Secretary Schurz’s comments on Indian 
affairs present the strongest argument that 
has yet been made against the proposed 
transfer of this Bureau to the War Depart- 
ment. The special force of the argument 
lies in the evidence of.progress that has been 
made towards the civilization of the Indians. 
Much more bas been accomplished in this 
direction than would have been believed pos- 
‘sible a few years ago. The Secretary’s expe- 
rience has completely converted him from 
the theory that large and remote reservations 
and the fiction of elevating tribal distinctions 
to the dignity of a nation constitute the 
proper solution of the Indian problem. The 
success which has of late years attended the 
close relations between the Indians and 
whites, and the civilizing influences that have 
been thrown about the former, induce him 
to urge upon Congress the adoption of all 
legislation that shall be necessary to assure 
to the Indians land titles in severalty, and the 
fee simple, or the white man's paper,” to 
individual Indians who have occupied and 
cultivated the lands that have been allotied 
to them separately under the system which 
has already been adopted by the Department. 
It is designed that these individual owner- 
ships shall be made inalienable during a cer- 
tain period, for the protection of the Indian 
families, and that ultimately those portions of 
the reservations not actually entered and 
occupied shall be sold off to settlers for the 
benefit of the communities. It is expected 
that in this way the relations between the 
whites and Indians ¢an be firmly fixed on a 
friendly basis, that the heavy drafts upon the 
Government 3 support of the Indian 
tribes shall be supplanted in large part by 
the sales of land not used, and that in the end 
the American Indians shall become actually 
self-supporting. The facts related by the 
Secretary certainly give large support to the 
accomplishment of this purpose. 

Much headway has already been made 
towards the individualizing of Indian prop- 
erty interests and the promotion of Indian 
ambition for civilization. In many of the 
reservations the allotment of the land by 
families has been fully earried out, and only 
awaits the Congressional authority for the 
fee-simple ownership. As a consequence, 
agricultural products from the work of In- 
dians have been doubled within the past four 
years. The Indians do a large share of the 
freighting of supplies, using Government 
wagons and their own ponies. More than 2,000 
such rigs are nowin use. The Indians earn 
money in this way, and at the same time the 
expense to the Government is reduced by 
nearly one-half for the cost of transpé@rta- 
tion. The system also assures the prompt de- 
livery of supplies, which was slow and un- 
certain under the old contract system, and 
frequently caused much suffering. The 
Indian schools have also accomplished ex- 
cellent work. Besides the local schools, 
boarding-schools have been established for 
Indian boys in the East, and mechanical in- 
struction has been given along with the 
mysteries of the “three R’s.” Nearly 350 
boys are now learning trades of all 
kinds. The Indians are improving their own 
farms and building their own houses, and 
the young men who return from the schools 
fresh from civilization and possessed of skill 
in the various mechanical arts now find em- 
ployment for their acquirements and are 
welcomed home. In other words, the civil- 
izing influences are now paramount in many 
of the reservations to the savage instincts. 
The authority of the Indian Chieftain is 
gradually giving way before the respect tor 
individual force in education and workman- 
ship. The system of Indian police which 
| has been established at various Agencies has 
been a powerful auxiliary in this work. There 
are now 162 officers and 653 patrolmen in 
all. The duties of the Indian police com- 
prise guarding the annual disbursements of 
money and the distribution of rations, the 
driving off of whisky-sellers, the listing of 
dirtus and deaths, the protecting of survey- 
ing parties, and such other service as the po- 
liee would be expected to perform in similar 
communities of whives. These Indian patrol- 
men are uniformed, and a position on the 
foree is already sought after by the young 
men as a special distinction. The Depart- 
ment has likewise encouraged the builid- 
img of railreads through the reserva- 
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Agencies now in operation, on

The report contains many other matters of 
interest and some suggestions of importance. 
The pension business is much simplified by 
the reduction in agencies, which was brought 
about early under tue present Administra- 
tion, and there has been an annual saving of 
nearly $150,000 by the substitution of salaries 
forfees. ‘The most serious defect in the Pen- 


sion laws as they now stand is that the whole- 
\sale arrears provided for a year ago must 


be admitted upon ex-parte testimony, and the 
Secretary urges that the proper authority 
and machinery for the cross-examination of 
claimants and witnegses be provided. The 
additional disbursements in the way of pen- 
sions, which have grown from $29,000,000 to 
$50,000,000, should have at least this much 
protection against fraud. The attention of 
Congress is directed to the overcrowded and 
scattered condition of the Government De 
partments, and Secretary Schurz suggests 
the erection of four additional public build- 
ings, in a harmonious style of architecture, 
around Lafayette Square. This would 
bring all the Departments, including 
the new State, and Navy, and War 
Departments, in proximity to each other 
and the Executive Mansion. The plan 
would also provide for the National Capitol 
the handsomest group of public buildings in 
the world, and the present suggestions may 
be the basis of such an enterprise at some 
future day not far distant. The Secretary’s 
recommendation for an increase of salary 
to those who hold certain subordinate 
positions in the Government service will also 
command considerabie sympathy from those 
who have had occasion to note the vast in- 
terests which are guarded by men who draw 
a mere pittance out of all proportion to the 
responsibility pnt upon them. 

The report of Secretary Schurz is on the 
whole more satisfactory than any other that 
has ever come from the Interior Department, 
and though he evidently regards it as a final 
report, the country will hope that any prece- 
dent which the President-elect shall make in 
the way of retainmg any portion of the old 
Cabinet vill assure Mr. Schurz’s continua- 
tion in the good work which he has been 


doing. 


THE SILVER DISCUSSION. 

The present outlook is that Congress will 
not be able to avoid a new discussion of the 
silver question, however much it may be dis- 
posed to devote its short and closing session 
to the pressing business of the Government. 
There is no doubt that the general sentiment 
of the country is in favor of permitting silver 
legislation to remain as it is, but Secretary 
Sherman’s reported intention to recommend 
the enlargement of the standard dollar will 
probably find sufficient countenance to re- 
open the question. Such discussion 
will be a misuse of the public 
time, for a redundance of silver is 
only a bugbear to the money-lenders, who 
have not yet abandoned their project of re- 
ducing the legal-tender fund to the gold sup- 
ply alone. That this is the real purpose of 
the agitation is newly evidenced by the fact 
that the representative organs of the Wall 
street and New England money interests are 
already condemning Secretary Sherman’s 
suggestion that the weight of the standard 
dollar shall be increased. What they want 
is that there shall be no standard silver dol- 
lar. They are willing to begin with a sus- 
pension of coinage, as they began the work 
of demonetization before; they will be satis- 
fied with nothing less than this. 

It is not at all probable that a Congression- 
al discussion of this subject will bring 
about any material change of the existing 
laws. The goldites have lost their principal 
argument againct the legal recognition and 
the restricted coinage of the silver dollar. 
They insisted, pending the consideration of 
remonetization, that the restoration of the 
double standard would be injurious to the 
public credit, and that the work of refund- 
ing the National debt at a lower rate of in- 
terest would be retarded and embarrassed by 
the apprehension that the bonds might be paid 
in partin silver. Experience has proved the 
contrary. The silver dollar was made a 
part of the legal-tender, and the coinage 
thereof was actually begun; nevertheless, 
the new bonds bearing a lower rate of in- 
terest than had ever before commanded the 
investment of capital in this country were in 
such demand that the printing-presses could 
not supply them fast enough, and these 
bonds are now at so high a premium that the 
next Refunding act will provide for a still 
lower rate of interest. The goldites cannot 
reasonably expect to win when their main ob- 
jection to the presence of silver in the Ameri- 
can monetary system has been removed by 
actual experience. 

If the reopening of the silver question be 
forced upon Congress through the agency 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Jolin 
Sherman will not bea gainer by the agita- 
tion. His influence will pretty surely suffer 
by the test. He will not be able to carry his 
point, and, if it were possible for him to do 
so, his victory would satisfy neither the 
goldites nor those who believe in the 
double standard. His success in secur- 
ing the enlargement of the standard 
dollar would lead the Wall-street 
clique to condemn him for not making the 
issue broadly upon a suspension of the coin- 
age, While it would attract new opposition 
from those who favor the present relation of 
gold and silver coin. His failure will ma- 
terially lessen the importance of ‘his person- 
ality in the minds of both factions. In its 
personal bearings Secretary Sherman’s reé- 
ommendation upon this subject is calculated 
to be injurious to him, and after a Congres- 
sional tussle over silver he will find it more 
necessary than ever to secure his election as 
United States Senator in order to prolong his 
public career. He will not then be 80 avail- 
able a candidate for reappointment to his 
present position under the new Administra- 
tion as he is to-day. | 

The forthcoming report of the Director of 
the Mint will furnish some striking argn- 
ments against the scheme of the goldites. It 
will not openly antagonize Secretary Sher- 
man’s suggestions. Mr. Burchard undoubt- 
edly feels that such a course would be ex- 
ceedingly embarrassing to him as an officer 
in the Treasury Department: but his report 
will set forth certain facts and figures which 
cannot be denied nor distorted intoa plea 
for the demonetization of either silver or 
greenbacks. Among these will be tables of 
prices showing that expansion of cur- 
rency does not imply an inflation of 
prices. One of these tables covers 
the relative money stock and prices 
in France during the past thirty years. 
It will show that, taking 100 as an 
average of prices, the prevailing prices in 
1850 in France were about 85, while those of 
1879 were only about 73, though the currency 
of the country had been increased in the 
meantime by thousands of millions of franes.

WHAT INVASIONS! 

One of the Texas members— R. Q. Mills— 
has recovered so far trom the effect of the 
overthrow of bis party at the late election as 
to talk considerably with his mouth about 
Republican centralization tendency and inva- 
sion of the sovereign rights of the States, 
but, like the other Bourbons of his class, 
does not trouble himself to specify those in- 
vasions. We may do it for him. The super- 
vision of National elections and the estab- 

‘lishment of National banks are not the only 

ones. The effort of Congress to regulate 
railroads and transportation, to fix freights 
arid fares, and to secure the handling of 
‘products, is one of them, though Mr. Reagan, 
himself from Texas, bas a bill covering this 
very point. The bill supervising the im- 
portation of yellow-fever into this country 
was another invasion of State-rights which 
Mr. Mills and his associates opposed until 
vellow-fever spread all over his section and 
swept off its victims by thousands, when they 
allowed the bill to pass, Will they at- 
tempt to repeal it at this next 
Congress? The National Courts are 
another violation of State-rights. — 
must be wiped out. A National Congress 
is another violation, in Mr. Millis’ esti- 
mation; though why he should hold his seat 
in a body which he does not believe has any 
power does not ciearly appear. 

“ The difference between the two parties,” 
says Mills, “is that the Democratic party 
maintains and defends the rights of the State 
under the Constitution, while the Republican 
party takes away the powersof the State 
Governments.” What rights have the Re- 
publican party taken away from the Southern 
States? It has taken the right of secession at 
will and the right to destroy the Union of the 
States, and it would and will take away the 
right to stuff ballot-boxes, the right to sup- 
press public speech, free thought, free opin- 
ion, and free action, the right to disfranchise 
millions of citizens, and the right to trample 
upon the Constitutional Amendments guar- 
anteeitng the privileges of the citizen to the 
freedmen, and among them the right of suf- 
frage. These are the State-rights it will de- 
vote its energies to take away, and which it 
will never restore, and we defy Mr. Mills or 
any other Bourbon to point out amy other 
rights with which it has interfered, or any 
right guaranteed to States by the Constitution 
which it has disturbed. ‘Speaking after the 
manner of scientific men,“ says Mr. Mills, 
* there are presented in this struggle the op- 
position of a centrifugal to acentripetal force. 
The latter is represented by the Republican 
party, which seeks to drag everything to a 
centre; and the other by the Democratic 
party, which seeks to drive all power out- 
ward into the circumference,—the periphery, 
—in short, into the representative States.“ 
Mr. Mills’ simile is a happy one, though he 
did not intend it to beso. Tbe Democratic 
party is centrifugal, and its tendency is to 
burst the wheel that is throwing everything 
off from it in its swift revolutions. The Re- 
publican party is centripetal, and holds every- 
thing together round its common centte. To 
use a homely illustration, the Democratic 
party would cut the hoops around the barrel 
so that its staves can no longer hold togpther. 
The Republican party binds them tightly and 


holds the barrel safe. The Democratic party 


would transform this country into a Zoll- 
vereln; the Republican party would keep it a 
Nation, and ali the clamor and animosity of 
such men as Mills will not divert them 
from that purpose, We do not believe that 
the South is fairly represented by these 
State-rights Bourbons, but that its real sen- 
timents are reflected by such men as Judge 
Lochrane, Mr. Stephens, and Col. Wash- 
ington, whose patriotic utterances we have 
printed in a recent issue. The ringing words 
of the latter,—“ Pretty soon we will put our 
feet upon the threshold of the twentieth 
century. The world moves—ideas move! 
There are thirty-eight States in the Union, 
and will be fifty, perhaps. For all National 
purposes, under the Constitution, this is a 
Nation, and with it a big N,’’—we believe, bet- 
ter represent the average sentiment of the 
South, and especially the young men of the 
South, than the unpatriotic utterances of 
such Bourbons as Mills. 


“PHOCION” ON ARTESIAN WELLS. 

“Phocion” Howard, in the last issue of 
Tue TRIBUNE, gave the public his views as 
to the source of the artesian water which 
finds its way to the surface in Illinois from 
the wells which have been sunk. After la- 
dorious geological research, Phocion” ar- 
rives at the conclusion that the Lake Supe- 
rior region of solid granit had a volcanic ori- 
gin (!), and in the cooling-off process a vol 
ume of pent-up gas burst its way through 
the sandstone formation, and left in its wake 
a great subterranean stream, which, starting 
from the middle of Lake Superior’s southern 
line, finds its way through the solid granit 
peninsula of Michigan, and through the 
limestone formations of Wisconsin to the 
west of Lake Michigan, whence it makes its 
appearance wherever it jg. tapped. Having 
thus established its origin, Phocion“ 
learnediy clinches bis theory by 
the declaration that the artesian 
water, where it passes through or springs 
from strata of gravel, corresponds to the 
water of Lake Superior, and that the cisco 
fish are found only in Lake Geneva and 
Lake Superior, with.this difference: that the 
Lake Superior cisco is as lively as an eel, 
while the Lake Geneva cisco, stupefied by 
his long underground journey, is as dull as 
a bullhead. 

It is hardly necessary to pay much at- 
tention ta Phocion’s” discovery of a re- 
semblance between artesian water and 
Superior water, since he will hardly claim 
to be possessed of large and comprehensive 
knowledge of the characteristics of water, 
except as the medium for navigation. 
Nor need we attach great importance to his 
first theory or characterization of the Lake 
Geneva cisco, further than that the burden 
lies upon him to show, if the cisco travel all 
the way from Lake Superior through the 
granit formations and limestone strata and 
come up to the upper world in Lake Geneva, 
why they do not also choose some of the 
otner Wisconsin lakes in which to make 
their début, and how it is that every individ- 
ual cisco, big and little, chooses that partic- 
ular lake. The theories and illustrations 
which “ Phocion brings forward are very 


learned and ingenious, and might have some 


weight were it not for the fact thatin making 
his volcanic, geological, and subterranean in- 
vestigations he entirely disregards the great 
and inevitably insurmountable law that grav- 
ity is notin the habit of elevating water higher 
than its source. If Phocion will consult 
his physical geography he will find that 
Lake Superior is 680 feet above the sea level, 
and Lake Michigan 578 feet, making the 
former only 52 feet higher than the latter. 
Now, with these lake levels and the great 
law of gravity clearly in his mind, and 
_ divesting himself of all his prejudices against 
water, will “ Phocion” explain how the 
artesian water from Mr. C. B. Farwell’s well 
in Lake Forest rises in a standpipe 25 feet 
above the surface of the ground, which 
latter is full 60 feet above the surface of the 
lake? At this elevation of 85 feet above the 
lake level the water gushes with a strong, 
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rise 90 to 100 feet, or a good 50 feet above 
the level of Lake Superior. 
had not traveled so far north as Lake Supe- 
rior, but had stopped at the Rock and 

River system of lakes in Southern Wiscon- 
sin, of which his cisco monopoly is a part, 


he might have found an origin for our arte- 


sian, water which does not necessitate that 
reversal of the laws of gravity which he ac- 
complishes with so much complacency. 
These lakes are 140 to 160 feet above ‘fe level 
of Lake Michigan, with granit gravel banks, 
and resting upon strata of limestone, trend- 
ing downward along the course of the 
Kock and Fox Rivers into the region 
where “Phocion” finds the artesian 
wells so plentiful. Does not this nat- 
ural water-course, fed by a hundred 
lakes, suggest to him an easier runway 
than the one which he elaborates by such a 
violent assault upon Nature? He should 
remember the old maxim, “ You cannot ex- 
pel Nature with a pitchfork.” Phocion“ 
is a good authority on Lllinois politics, and 
politicians, candidates, and election prog- 
nostications, but the science of water, sub- 
terranean, artesian, lake, or river, is not his 
strong holt 


USE FOR IDLE MONEY. 

The vast stores of money which have been 
idle during the last two years seeking em- 
ployment have at last begun to find their 
way into new and large investments. Six 
months ago it was estimated that one thou- 
sand millions of dollars of British loanable 
capital was lying idle in London, waiting for 
investment that promised some profitable in- 
come. During the last six months the owners 
of money have discovered that in America 
alone was to be found that promise of profit- 
able investmentof their funds. Investments 
in other foreign loans have been disastrous; 
millions ot every form of loans have resulted 
in such losses that money has been held in 
idleness in preference to loans that were 
hazardous, 

Three grand operations have within a 
short time been perfected, calling for the 
direct and immediate employment of several 
hundred millions of dollars. The plethora 
of money has become so great that the sum 
needed for the construction of the Panama 
Canal has been subscribed, the sum sub- 
scribed being far in excess of the estimated 
cost of the canal. At the same time there have 
been advanced forty millions of dollars to 
finish the N orthern Pacific Railway, and it is 
now determined that so soon as the details are 
arranged the railways from the Rio Grande 
to the City of Mexieo, and to all the principal 
sections of Mexico, shail be constructed with 
the vigor that is possible when the 
needed capital is forthcoming. These are 
but three of thé many enterprises which are 
the outcome of an abundance of money seek- 
ing employment. The northern railroad to 
the Pacific, which is already constructed half 
its distance, will, within three years, be com- 
pleted, at an expenditure and distribution of 


nearly fifty millions of dollars, paid out for 


labor and manufactured material. 

The canal at the Isthmus of Darien will 
occupy from seven to ten years of continuous 
work, calling for an expenditure of at least 
one hundred millions of dollars, mainly for 
manual labor. 

The extension of the American railway 
system into Mexico will be rapidly pushed, 
at an outlay of many millions of dollars. 
These three works will give employment to 
labor, and distribite of the accwmulated 
money of the world perhaps two hundred 
millions of dollars, opening new and ad- 
ditional inducements to production. 


Arrares in Bosnia—the new Austrian 
province acquired by the Treaty of Berlin from 
the Turks—continue to improve under the new 
rule. The appropriation for running the local 
Government the current year is $4,900,000, and 
for next year $3,200,000 only is asked. 

This reduction had become possible through 
the more settled state of the country, which al- 
lows the reduction of the garrison from 33,000 
men to 26,000 men next year. and through the 
withdrawal of the garrisons from a num of 
smuil places and r concentration in fewer 
large garrisons, by which likewise asa can be 
elfected. But ul gh the credit asked fur was 
voted unanimously, a conversation arose in the 
Austrian Parliament about Svusnian affairs. It 
was brought ebout by a Slav mémber from 
Dalmatia. who criti the measures taken by 
the Government ia the agrarian question. 
Christian farmers were, accordi to him, the 
legitimate owners of the soil, had been dis- 

by the Mobammedan liandiords. The 
Austrian Government, which ought to rely on 
the support of the Christian 8 ought 
to give them back what had u taken from 
them. The Minister of Foreign Affairs was the 
first to reply. He said it ought to be borne in 
mind that Austria-Hungary had taken the ad- 
ministration ot Bospiain hand after 400 years 
of misrule, that three revolutions had occurred, 
and that they had to grapple with the most un- 
favorable elementary conditions and the failure 
of the crops in two successive years. Formerly 
the sending of a few hundred piastres was a 
venture; now security reigned everywhere, 

The land question, however, was only answered 
in the way the British Ministry answer such 
questions about land monopoly and landlord 
brutality in Ireland: 

The Government, he said, could only take 
their stand on the existing right of Turkish con- 
fiseation of the Christians’ farms. They were 
endeavoring to improve the existing state of 
things in every direction. As to making the 
Christian farmers into freeholders, there were 
only two ways of doing — en geeng! A either by 
simply taking away the Turkisb landlord’s pt op- 
erty, which be thought no one would advocate, 
or else by ates Bin Turks mortgage bonds as 
compensation. farmers and the count 
itself were both too poor to pay the interest, and, 
therefore, the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy 
would have to give guarantees and pay the dif- 
ference, which be thought the Legisiature would 
scarcely be inclined to do.

There was a very large surprise party at 
the Central Stadon last night, the details of 
which will no doubt prove surorising to the 
reader. When it became noised about last 
evening that Walter Macdonald and Charies E. 
Aldrich bad been arrested at the Clifton House 
with all of about $4,000 worth of jewelry stolen 
last Friday night from the sidewalk in front of 
the Clifton House, people generaily refused to 
believe it, and thought the detectives were at 
some of their prauks again. Within the sta- 
tion there was a continuous buzz and ex- 
citement until after midnight, and comfortably 
seated in Superintendent McGarigie’s private 
office were the two notorities. A detective 
seated at the side of each gave the appearance. 
at least, of truth to the rumor, startl.ng though 
it was, and the officials were kept busy in in- 
informing reporters, patroimen, and 
others that the arrests were act- 
ual facts. Mr. Morrow, the traveling 
agent from whom the jewelry was stolen was an 
early visitor, and he spent the entire night in 
examining bie recovered jewelry, and checking 
off each articie trom invoices which his em- 


. ployers had sent him sinve the theft. As nearly 


as he was able to ascertain after an examination 
lasting several hours.

He says last year’s experiment of em- 
ploying indians as freighters, with their own 
ponies, has proved to be 
ONE OF THE MOST BENEFICENT INNOVATIONS 
ever made in Indian management. Nearly 
2.000 freight-wagons have been in use by the 
Indians this year, with the result of saving 
considerable money to the Government, com- 
pared with the amounts formerly paid for 
the same transportation (of supplies, ete., to 
the Agencies), besides furnishing a civilizing 
and welcome employment to a large number 
of otherwise restless Indians. 

INDIAN APPRENTICES. 

The number of Indlan youth learning 
trades in workshops at the Agencies has in- 
creased from 185 last autumn to 358 this year. 
The policy of employing Indians as work- 


men, and even as foremen and machinists, at 


the Agencies has been continued and ex- 
tended with great success. Brickmaking has 
been begun. Houses for the Indians are 


‘now almost exclusively built by the Indians 


themselves. ‘The aptitude shown by the In- 
dians for mechanigal work has in many cases 
been surprising, and is considered. deserving 
of every possible encouragement. Expres- 
sions of anxious desire on the part of Indians 
belonging to the so-called wild tribes to have 
their children instructed in the ways 
of civilized life have, it is stated, 
grown so numerous and urgent that the in- 
adequacy of the means placed at the dis- 
posal of the Department for this purpose has 
becorfe pafticularly painful. The desire 
and purpose of the Department is to largely 
increase the present small number of 
INDUSTRIAL BOARDINGSCHOOLS 

for Indian youth, as the day-schools at the 
Agencies do not withdraw the pupils from 
the influences of home surroundings suf- 
ficiently to facilitate a change in their habits 
of daily life. 

The report next mentions as another im- 
portant civilizing agency, largely introduced 
under the present Administration, the organ- 
ization of a police force consistmg of In- 
dians, which has been put in operation at 
forty Agencies. The force now consists of 
162 officers and 658 privates. Its benefits, 
both as a means of maintaining good order 
and asa moral influence upon the Indian 
tribes among whom it has been established, 
are set forth as 

WORTHY OF SPECIAL NOTICE. 
Looking at the present condition of things, 
it may be said without exaggeration that, on 
the whole, the Indian situation is now more 
hopeful than ever before. The desire of the 
Indians to maintain friendly relations with 
their white neighbors, to go to work for their 
own support, to cultivate the soil, to acquire 
permanent homes, to have their children ed- 
ucated, and to assimilate themselves to the 
civilization of the country, is growing 
stronger and more general every day. 

Secretary Schurz remarks that experience 
has strengthened his conviction (which, as 
this is his last report, he now feels at greater 
liberty to express) that the manage- 


‘ment of Indian affairs should continue to be 


intrusted to the civil and not to the military 
branch of the public service. 
HIS ARGUMENT 

on this topic has been fully foreshadowed in 
former annual reports. He again quotes 
with emphasis the conclusion of the report 
of the Peace Commission of 1878, signed by 
Gens. Sherman, Harney, Terry, and Augur, 
in which those distinguished officers of the 
army said, among things to the same pur- 
port: If we intend te have war with them 
[the Indians of the United States] the In 

dian Bureau should go to the Secretary of 


War. If we intend to have peace it should’ 


be in the Civil Department. He says: 

It has not been the purpose of this Department 
under my administration, while avoiding all 
unnecessary outlaysof money, to cut down ex- 
penses merely for the purpose of making a 
striking exhibition of economy. The history of 
Indian affairs shows that ill-judged parsimony 
bas not unfrequently led to serious troubie, and 
very costly complications. I am now con- 
vinced that generous appropriations for 
agricultural implements, for stock cattle to 
be distributed among the Indians, and 
for educational facilities, made at 
this time, when the temper of our whole Indian 
population is such as to receive such aid in the 
right spirit, and to use the advantages conferred 
for general and rapid advancement, will pro- 
dute results certain to accelerate the solution 
of the greatest difficulties we have so far been 
contending with, and will consequently bring 
about a great saving of money in the future. 

WHEN 
an Indian lives in a house which he nsiders 
his own and that of his family, as now thousands 
of families are living,and many more thousands 
desire to live; when he cultivates his acres, has 
them fenced by his own labor, and enjoys 
the products of his agricultural work, 
either by his own consumption or the 
sale of the surplus; when he owns his 
plow and his wagon, and uses the latter with his 
ponies in freighting, by which he earns liberal 
wages; when he has his cows and swine and 
poultry on bis land, the care of which he finds 
useful and profitable; when he can send his 
children to school, and begins to hope that they 
may become as civilized and prosperous as white 
peuple, 
THEN 

he will soon cease to think of leading the life of a 
nomad, and the thought of war will no longer 
have any charm for him. 

The report also enters into many interest- 
ing details concerning the present condition 
of individual tribes. The case of the Poncas 
receives minute attention. The injustice 
done them by their original removal from 
their Dakota lands is fully described, but it 
is also clear to the Secretary that it would be 
contrary alike to theirown interests and to 
those of the country at large to remove them 
from their present homes. 

INVASIONS. 

“ Attempts by evil-disposed persons to in- 
vade the Indian Territory, and to take pos- 
session of certain unoccupied lands there, 
have so far been successfully frustrated by 
the prompt action of the Government, but 
they have been as persistently repeated. It 
is reported that another attempt is in prepa- 
ration now. The military forces of the United 
States in the Territory are instructed to ar- 
rest intruders, and to take proper measures 

bring them to justice, as they have 
done heretofore. But it is evident that 
the penalty imposed upon repeated intrusion 
into the Indian Territory, which penalty con 
sists in a mere fine, and is difficult of en- 
forcement, is not sufficient to deter lawless 
characters from such undertakings. I con- 
eur with the Commissioner in recommending 
that a law be passed adding a penalty of im- 
shee sangre to that of fine. If this is done 
invaders will know that such attempts are, 
not without serious risks to them.”

CABINET-MAKERS-: 
SCHURZ DOES A VERY PLEASANT TURN FOR 
SHERMAN. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, ’ 
Wasnuineoton, D. C., Dec. 1.—It is now 
known that nothing occurred between Gen. 
Garfield and Mr. Sherman during the late 
visit here that looked to retaining the Secre- 
tary at the head of the Treasury Department. 
Gen. Garfield did not hesitate to say that it 
would embarrass him to be obliged to make 
known any conclusions as to persons before 
the time in February when the declaration 
of the Electoral countis made. He further 
said that, ashe now viewed the matter, it 
might serieusly embarrass him to ask 
Mr. Sherman to remain. As to what 
the situation might prove to be 
a little later, he could not now judge. So 
far as has been learned by those who have

EXCEEDINGLY ANXIOUS TO ASCERTAIN 


whether any part of the Cabinet probiem has 
been solved, Gen. Garfleld expressed no 
preferences, as to persons, though he asked 
a number of callers as to their views. For 
instance, several were asked what they 
thought of Senator Blaine for the Treasury. 
The only definit expression of opinion by 
Gen. Garfield that has become known in re- 
gard to the Treasury, is one to the effect that, 
considering the magnitude of the New York 
Custom-House and its necessary relation to 
New York politics, it would not be best to 
have a New York man at the head of the 
Treasury Department also. The expression 
of this opinion was so 
DECIDED 

that it has led those who know of it to be 
fully satisfied in their own minds that the 
Secretary.ot the Treasury will not be taken 
from New, York. The conference between 
Secretary Sherman and Gen. Garfield left 
the matter of the retention of ‘the former 
open to this extent: that it was not final- 
ly decided in the negative. Unless, however, 
that matter is reopened within a few days by 
Gen. Garfield, Secretary Sherman’s friends 
will regard the Secretary as fully in the field 
for the Senatorship. It he should bé elected 
to the Senate, he would not relinquish the 
place for a Cabinet position, and 

HIS FRIENDS 
are equally certain that he would not accept 
such position if he should make the race and 
be defeated, Of his success, however, before 
the Ohio Legislature, the most sagacious 
politicians of that State entertain no 
doubt whatever. It is not known 
here that the friends of any one 
besides Secretary Sherman are expecting 
Gen. Garfield to retain any of the present 
Cabinet. While he was here, Secretary 
Schurz took occasion to have Gen. Garfield 
informed that he regarded it as very im- 
portant to the business interests of the coun- 
try to have Secretary Sherman retained, as 
well as important to the party. Further, 
Secretary Schurz desired it understood that 
he saw in such retention no fair ground for 
a feeling on the part of any of the present 
Cabinet that it would be an invidious dis- 
crimination.

Miles nad been appointed Chief Signal Offi- 
cer. Col. Miles arrived in Washington some 
days ago, but his appointment has not yet 
been made, and it is said that he does not 
now desire the office. Col. Miles is very anx- 


fous to be promoted to the rank of Brigadier- 


General, and is endeavoring to secure the ap- 
pointment of Inspector-General in place of 
GEN. R. B. MARCY, 
who, it is expected, will very soon be retired. 
There is a legal objection to this, however, 
as the law provides. that the Sen- 
ior Rr en shall hold 
the rank and receive the pay of 
a Brigadier General. When Gen. Marcy is 
retired Col. D. B. Sackett will be the senior 
Inspector-General, and therefore it would 
seem that his promotion must follow as a 
matter of course. Besides, it is said that 
COL. SACKETT 
is one of the most efficient officers in the 
army, and is by merit as well as by law enti- 
tled to the promotion that will be made when 
Gen. Marey's name is placed on the retired 
list. An army officer of high rank declared 
to-day that the whole army would re- 
ceive with feclings of resentment the 
promotion of Col. Miles or any- 
body else over the head of Coi.

THE MINT. 
, BURCHARD’S REPORT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 1.—The Hon. H. 
C. Burchard, Director of the Mint, has near- 
ly completed his annual report. The princi 
pal feature of it is the recommendation 
which he makes relativeto coinage. The ar- 
gument is that it is folly to go to the expense 
ofcoining bar gold to be exported in the 
shape of American coin, only to be melted 
up again and recoined as soon as it reaches 
Europe; that, if there should be a charge for 
the coinage, it would give the coin 

ADDITIONAL VALUE, 
and lead to the exportation of gold in bar 
instead of coin. He refers to the fact that 
England makes what amounts to a charge 
for coinage by delay at the mint, but the Bank 
of Engiand, for a small percentage, fur- 
nishes the necessary accommodation, and 
this percentage the people readily pay. 
France makes a regular charge for coinage, 
and notwithstanding this charge the coinage 
in both countries amounts to many millions 
of dollars annually. Mr. Burchard main- 
tains that the Government might at least get 
pay for the actual work of coinage without 
injuring any public interest. 
SILVER. 

Mr. Bucrhard will not, as reported, an- 
tazonize the position of Secretary Sherman 
with regard to the suver dollar, but will 
present such a statement of facts as, in his 
judgment, will induce many who now op- 


pose the double standard to regard it with 


great favor, especially with respect to its in- 
fluence upon prices.

ROACH, 
HE IS GNAWING AT THE PUBLIC CRIB.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 1.— In the clos- 
ing hours of the Forty-fiftth Congress the Bra- 
zilian subsidy was tacked by the Senaté@to the 
Post-Office Appropriation bill. When this bill 
came over to the House the subsidy amend- 
ment was considered separately, and was 
beaten by a vote of 89 to 159. It has been al- 
Wavs supposed that the adverse vote would 
be as large in the present House, but the 
friends of the subsidy say that it will be 
found that enough members have changed 
their principles and ideas about subsidies to 
give Roach a majority in the House.

THE CENSUS. 
STATISTICS OF POPULATION. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 1.—The desire to 
make atleast an approximate estimate of 
the aggregate population of the country, for 
use in the President's message, has turned 
the attention of the Census Office more par- 
ticulariy in that line, to the exclusion of 
others. For this reason the census-bulletins, 
whose publication was begun on the 16th of 
October, are taking for the present a some- 
what different character than was favored at 
first. That is, they relate to county tables 
merely, without attention for the present to 
the minor civil divisions, Thus far, nineteen 
of these bulletins have been issued, treating, 
with but one or two exceptions, the popula- 
tion in the aggregate, according to the minor 
civil divisions; and by States and counties, so 
far as completed, by sex, nativity, and color, 
as well as in the aggregate. 

WHAT HAS THUS FAR BEEN DONE. 

The population of five States has thus far 
been authoritatively stated—namely: of 
Delaware, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, and Vermont. Besides 
these five States, the population has 
been ascertained and published for Cook, 
Du Page; and Lake Counties, in Illinois; 
for six counties in New Jersey; the City of 
New York and twelve counties in New York 
State; the City of Philadelphia; thirteen 
counties in North Carolina; the City and 
County of Baltimore; seventeen counties in 
Alabama; four counties in New Hampshire; 
four counties in Connecticut; and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The aggregate popula- 
tion of these various portions of the country 
has been fixed, subject to revision, at 9,442. 
950. This is an increase of 2,220,743 over the 

population of the — portions of 
the country in 1870, —a ratio of increase of 
21 4-10 per cent. 

OF THE FIVE COMPLETED STATES, 
South Carolina stands as the most notable 
for fecundity. In fact, as prerybody remem- 
bers, the ratio of increase was so extraordi- 
nary that it provoked general incredulty, 
and was made the matter of a searching in- 
vestigation by the Census Office. Moreover, 
asecond enumeration has been ordered in 
parts of the State, where the in- 
crease was regarded as almost in- 
credible,—with what new results, it is 
yet of course impossible to say. 
The scholarly and exhaustive report of 
Superintendent Walker on the investigation 
conducted under his own auspices leaves 
the impression on the mind of the reader that 
the original enumeration will be vindicated 
by the second count. 

Massachusetts shows a healthy growth of 
$25,735, against an increase of 226,285 be- 
tween 1860 and 1870, 

Rhode Island is also a growing State, ex- 
hibiting, overan entire population in 1870 of 
217,358, an increase of 59,177 within the last 
ten years. 

The two stationary States out of the five, 
are Delaware and Vermont, the latter show- 
ing an increase of less than 12,000 in ten 
years, and the former of only 21,689 for the 
same period. 

THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

No part of the country shows a more 
healthful growth, or one more significant in 
many respects, than the Distriot of Columbia, 
which in twenty years of Republican ascend- 
ency has increased in population from 75,080 
to 177,688. It is fair to assume that, during 
the four years of Gen. Garfield’s Adminis- 
tration, this total will be increased to nearly, 
or quite, a quarter of a million. 

OF THE STATES GIVEN IN PART, 
we find alarge increase in the twelve coun- 
ties of North Carolina, which jump from an 
aggregate population of 216,464 in 1870 to 
283,327 at the last enumeration. 

Maryland, so far as given, shows a still 
larger absolute increase, though her ratio is 
slightly less. 

Alabama, New Hampshire, and Connecticut 
have been very nearly stationary. 

The six counties in New Jersey showa 
growth just about analogous to that observ- 
able in Maryland. 

The largest ratios of all appear in the three 
lilinois counties, which, from a population of 
177,908 in 1860, and of 387,668 in 1870, now show 
647,94. 

The largest absolute increase has been in 
the City of New York and adjoining counties, 
which, from 1,456,681 in 1860, went to 1,765,415 
in 1870, and thence to 2,257,282 at the enumera- 
tion on the ist of June last. 

By the light of facts now in possession of the 
office, and worked up soas to be trustworthy, 
and of inferences whieh may be logically 
and safely derived from them, the office is now 
prepared to give a guess as to the population 
of the country, which will not be found to 
vary materially from the results when actual-

The Testimony for the Prosecu. 


An Unprofitable Witness—Evidence 
on the Subject of Good 
Character. 


The trial of B. F. Allen was, esumed yester- 
day morning before Judge Blodgett. The at- 
tendance of spectators was fair, and included 
some prominent men. 

J. R. M 
Teller in the bank from 1872 until it fatied. was 
recalled to the stand and examined directly by 
District-Atiorney Leake. A comparison was 
made between the Teller’s book, the balance- 
book. and periodical reports made by the bank 
to the Controlier of the Currency. The witness 
testified that on May 1, 1874, the report to the 
Controller stated that there was on band in 
checks, bills of other banks, and in legal-tend- 
ers $585,340. The balance-book showed that 
there wasonhand $339,343. The cash on hand 
sho w u in the report was $195,997 in exceas of the 
showing in the balance-book, The report of 
June 26, 1874, was taken up and compared 


with the balance-book and the Teller’s book. The |. 


latter showed that there was on hand at the close 
of business June 26, 1874, $261,830, the balance- 
book agreeing with it. The witness said that in 
the statement of the cash on hand in the Tell- 
er's book there was included an item called re- 
serve, which amounted to $65,000. Where that 
amount was, or whether it was in the bank or 
not, the witness did not know. It was an amount 
handed him ina slip, usually by the Cashier, 
with directions to include itin the sum total of 


the cash on hand. The discrepancy between the | 


Teller's book and the report of June 26, 1874, was 
8482. 200. Leaving out of the total on the Tell- 
er's book at the end of that day the amount 
known as the reserve, the difference between 
the amount of cash claimed to be on hand 
June in the report and the amount shown 
to be on hand by the Teller'e book was $537,233. 
A comparison was next made between the re- 
port of Oct. 2, 1874, and the Teller’s book. The 
amount stated to be on hand in the report was 
in excess of the amount show to be on hand by 
the Teuer's book, exclusive of the amount known 
as reserve, $268,439. The report of Dec, 31, 1874, 
showed the amount on hand to be $274,532. That 
was in excess of the amount shown to be on 
hand oy the Teller’s book, exclusive of the re- 
serve, at the end of business Dec. 31, 1874, $222,- 
70. The witness was examined as to the re- 
serve fund. The item called reserve was re- 
ported to him as $197,000 in November, 1874, in De- 
cem ber, 1874, as $174,000, and also from that time 
to Jau. 10, 1875. On Jan. 1875, the slip handed 
him showed it to be $55, During the latter 
days of the existence of the bank there was a 
scarcity of money, and it was difficult to meet its 
ordinary business obligations. 

Mr. Bisbee cross-examined the witness, who 
testified that the bank had been under the con- 
trol of Spencer and Buckley. Inquiry was made 
as to certain heavy losses by the bank after Mr.

The discrepaucies between 
the report of June 26, 1874, and the entries upon 
the books at that time were due largely to a dif- 
ference between the classification in the report 
and the classification in the ance sheet. The 
bank lost largely yo — the paper of Houghton, 
McCord & Co., of lwaukee, and money was 
often drawn from the vauits of and 
sent by express to New York. 

ARNOLD M. CLEVELAND, 
of Columbus, O., was called, and testified that he

Bank. He saw the reports of June 
Oct. 2, lit When the repo 
made up he used to talk 
Allen. ‘The latter never 
of him as to what changes couid 
prove the showing of the bank. The President 
never directed him to make any changes in the 
reports. The reports were always made up from 
the books. The witness denied that he bad had 
conversations with the District-Attorney incul- 
pating Mr. Alien. 

The District-Attorney commenced a vi us 
attempt to impeavh his own witness. de- 
fense made objection. 

The Court heid that if any conversation as was 
suggested by the questions of the prosecuting 
attorney had been heid, the witness’ memory 
might be refresbed. 

The witness said that he had never beld any 
such conversation with the District-Attorney as 
referred to by the latter. He held a conversa- 
tion with bim, but not as stated by the Attorney. 
The attention of the witness was then called to 
the reports made up for the Controller. He 
made them up, and was not directed by Allen. 
He was not under any one’s direction. He 
failed to see any discre 157 between the re- 
ports and the books. If there were any he was 
responsible for them. There were no consulta- 
tions held with the President over the ‘reports 
after they were made. The President never 
conversed with him about any discre a 

On cross-examination, he show 
bank lost between 540.000 and $400,000 by hand- 
ling bad paperin 1873, during the panic. Alien 
spent much of his time in 174 ia arranging his 
private assets, so that he could obtain loaas for 
the bank. He did not think Allen ever had any- 
thing to do with making the rts. He knew 
that the bank got about $700,000, $800, or 
$900,000 from the bank of Allen. Stephens & Co., 
in New York, in which Allen was interested. He 
did not know that Allen had mortgaged all 
bis real estate to secure the ioans, but 
bad since heard that be had. If Alien could 
ba ve rotten the loan of $500,000 from the Charter 
Oak Life-Insurance Company, of Hartford. 
Conn., the bank could have secured itself. He 
never knew of any ctitious entries being made 
on the books. e sum total of the reports 
agrees with the balance books; the difference 
was in the distribution of the items. 

Benjamin F. Murphey, one of the Directers of 
the bank, was requested to examine the reports 
of Oct. 2. 1874, June 26, 18/4, and Dec. 31, 1874. He 
did not think the signature on the report of June 
26, 1874, was his. He signed the reports at Mr. 
Allen's uest.

He never made the 
remark that he came to Mr. Meigs that he might 
relieve his conscien:e. He had been too long in 
the banking business for that. 

At this juncture tue prosecution rested, and 
the defense called Col. Clarkson, of the Des 
Moines Register, Judge P. M. Cassady of Des 
Moines, Hoyt Sherman, and W. H. Merritt, Mayor 
of Des Moines, who testified to Allen s good 
character.

Home,” a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday evening 
paid a visit to Watson's livery-stable on the 
southeast corner of North La Salle and Ohio 
streeta, in the loft of which it was expected the 
beneficiaries of Mr. Jonas’ a scheme 
were to be, housed for the night. The Wan- 
derers’ Home.,“ however, was not ready for the 
reception of its guests, about fifty of whom put 
in an appearance, but were obliged to seek a 
night's lodging elsewhere.

Robinson, Deputy Charles Proebsting acting for 
the County Clerk.

Only two precincts of the plumping ward, 
the Thirteenth, were recounted, without, how- 
ever — „ anything from which Mr.

Mr. Schariau, who, according to the returas of 
the ju was 402 votes bebind Mr. Mierosiaw- 
ski, his Democratic competitor, has asked for 
this recount because he believes that errors were 
made by the judges which, if rectified, wouid 
give bim the seat. He believes that there were 
a xo many ballots cast for Mierosiawski 
simply—without a Christian name. These, if 
any of them are found by the Court in the re- 
count, will be put on one side, and the question 
of their admissibility will be decided hereafter. 
It is also believed by Mr. Schariau that not all 

votes which he received in the Thirteenth 

rd were counted for him. In 
one precinct there were 1,600 
for the other Republican candidate, 
and 1% for Schatiau, and in another precinct 
an equally large number for Phelps and 18% for 
Schariau.

A LAW UPON THE STATUTE-BOOKS 
under which every one of the offenders can be 
brought to justice. This law was enacted May 
31, 1879, and went into effect July lof the same 
year.

than ninety days, or both, in the discretion of 
the Court: Provided, that nothing contained in 
this act shall be construed to prevent the use of 
skimmed milk. salt rennet, or harmless color ing 
matterin the manufacture of butter or cheese. 

Under this statute every man who ever sold 
any “suine,” “butterine.” “ oleomargarine,” 
or aduiterated cheese, knowing it to be 
such, without having it properly labeled, 
and without 2 informing the pur- 
chaser, is liable to criminal prosecution. The 
law is based upon that of Engiand, which 
covers every article consumed for food and 
which can be adulterated. This act was drafted 
by Mr. Joseph Wright, who, at the meeting. gave 
avery clear opinion on the subject, which was

manufacture and sale of butter and cheese, and 
in force since the

which substance i¢ not made wholly from pure 
cream or pure milk, to have the same manu- 
factured and sold under its true and appropri- 
ate name, which must be distinctly and durabiy 
painted or stamped on the vessel or package 
containing such substance. 

When sold to the consumer there sha be de- 
livered with each package, roll, or parcel 80 
sold a label on which must be plainly and legibl 
printed the true ana 1 — name of suc 
substance. Whoever, knowingly, violates the 
act shall be liable to a fine, not leas than $10 nor 
more than $300, or imprisonment in the County 
Jail not less than ten nor more than ninety 
days, or both fine and imprisonment, in the dis- 
cretion of the Court. 

No doubt the intention of the Legislature was 
to compel the manufacturer and seller of adul- 
tera butter and cheese to tell the truth in re- 
gard. thereto, by imposing a duty on them to 
mark or brand, plainly and legibly, the true 
name of such food-substance on each package 
or parcel containing the same, so that the pur- 
chaser or consumer might know exactly what he 
was buying.

Mr. Wright as an expert in cheese-making, but 
as a legal authority.

THE SINS OF THE PAST.

Foreign Exchange bowie Still—Heary 
Shipments of Currency. 


The Produce Markets Active and Very 


Much 9 Ranged 


A Firmer Tone at the Close—The Feeling Largely 
Dependent on the Movement of Stocks 
. in dew York, 


FINANCIAL, 

Everything in the stock market turned on the 
rates for money, and prices rose and fell as the 
monetary screw was tightened or loosened. 


Money closed at 5@6 per cent, after ranging as 


high as &. but there were no other signs of easier 
money. Applications for large amounts were 
made to the Chicago banks from New York 
borrowers, and refused. The Chicago banks, 
which last year at this time were abie to loan 
Wall street $3,000,000, cannot now spare a dollar. 
Foreign exchange rates were down below the 
panicky prices of the day before, and it was 
hard to sell at

the Government. had bought $3,000,000 of 
bonds, the amount really being $150,000, that 
Vanderbilt had put out $12,000,000 to help the 
bulls, and that New England capitalists had 
brought forward large amounts to loan. At the 
close brokers’ advices from New York wereto 
the effect that the money market was stili in the 
hands of the cliques, and that the market was 
dangerous. A significant discrimination was 
made in rates, which showed the view taken of 
the future by the capitalists of Wall street. 

For loans on stocks selling at par or more, \ 
percent premium was charged; for those on 
stocks under par only % per cent premium was 
the rate. 

Stocks were alternately weak and strong, the 
general tone of the early hours being feverish, 
and of the close decidedly firmer. Chicago brok- 
ers sold more freely than on previous days, but 
there was one exception to the tendency to sell. 
Purchases of Western Union were again heavy. 
A great many Chicago operators have loaded up 
with Western Union. They are buying because 
the stock looks eheap in comparison with recent 
prices, and because they expect it to gain as 
much from the general improvement of business, 
as it loses by the competition of the American 
Union. There are a few veteran observers who 
remember that Western Union sold down to 55 
in the contest with the Atlantic & Pacific, and 
shake their heads over the competition of the 
new Company, which looks more formidable 
than any which has yet been attempted. Wall 
street bears predict that the stock will go down 
to 75. 

Although stocks sold tn the * at lower 
prices than those made the day before, Erie go- 
ing down to GA. Burlington & Quincy to 168, 
Union Pacific to 97, Michigan Central to 110%, 
and Western Union to 87%, at the 
close almost everything showed a gain 
over the final quotations of the day 
before. The only noticeable losses were 
Burlington & Quincy 1, to 170%; Morris & Essex 
1, to 118; St. Paul preferred 1%, to 120; Ameri- 
can Union 1, to 58%; Mobile & Ohio 1, to 21: Rio 
Grande Lig, to 74; and Sulcagp, St. Louis & New 
Orleans 1, to 38.

GURDON 8 HUBB. 


His Early Experiences with the 
American Fur Company. 7 


A Trip from Mackinaw to St. 
Louis in 1818. 


His First View of Ohicago~Life at 3 
Trading Post. 


Mr. Gurdon 8. Hubbard, the oldest resident of 
Chicago, delivered a very interesting lecture 
yesterday evening to a large audience in the 
Masonic Hall, on the corner of North Clark and 
Centre streets. The lecture was for the benefit 
of St. Matthew’s Reformed Episcopal Church, and 
its subject was the lecturer’s First Year in the 
Northwest,” covering a period from 1818 to 1819, 
at which time he was a clerk in the employ of 
the American Fur Company. 

The lecturer opened with an interesting de- 
scription of his entering in 1818 into the em- 
ployment of the Ainerican Fur Company, en- 
gaging with them for five years at a 
saiary of $120 per annum. He was 
then in his 16th year, and the youngest 
of thirteen clerks who at that time entered the 
Company's service at Montreal for trade among 
the Indians of the Northwest. The start was 
made on the Ist of May, and, after a tedious 


boat-voyage, they reached Mackinaw on the 4th | 


of July following. 
THE ISLAND OF MICHILIMACKINAC 

at that time had a resident population of 500 
souls, and was the headquarters of the Fur Com- 
pany, with whose workings and discipline the 
lecturer here first became acquainted. The 
population consisted mostly of Canadian French 
and mixed Indian blood, whose chief occupation 
was fishing in summer and hunting in winter. 
There Were not more than twelve white women 
on the island, the residue of the female popula- 


tion being either Indian or mixed blood. The. 


Indians from the shores of the Upper Lakes, 
who made this island a place of resort, num- 
bered from 2,000 to 3,000. Their wigwams lined 
the entire beach from two to tbree rows deep, 
and, with the tents of the traders, made the 
island a scene of life and animation. The voy- 
ageurs, fond of fun and frolic, the Indians, in- 
dulging in their love of liquor, vy the exhibition 
of their war, medicine, and other dances and 
sports, often made both night and day hideous 
with their yells. 

The lecturer then déScribed 

THE MANNER OF LIFE 

upon the island. The daily ration of the Com- 
pany's men was a pint of bullied corn, with from 
two to four ounces of tallow, and on Sunday flour 
was given them for pancakes. On this diet, 
which they liked very well, the men could endure 
more hardship than on bread and meat. There 
Mr. Hubbard took his first lessons in the life of 
an Indian trader, which he foliowed for the next 
ten years. 

While at this head-centre of the Company's 
business the lecturer was ordered to join an 
“outfit” which was under orders for Lake of 
the Woods, the most northerly of its trading 
posts. About the same time he received a letter 
informing bim that his father, Elizur Hubbard, 
had been appointed Territorial Judge of Arkan- 
sas, and would shortly be in St. Louis. Being 
desirous of seeing his father, the lecturer ap- 
plied to Commander Deschamps, who was in 

of the Illinois brigade, for leave to go 
with him, and he was allowed to effect a change 
witb a Mr. Warner, who was one of its members. 
Thus the whole current of his Lfe was changed, 
and, inasmuch as Mr. Warner was frozen to 
death that winter, prolon also. 

While at the island the lecturer,made the ge- 
quaintance of young J. H. Kinzie who gave him 
a jetter to his father, John Kinzie, of Chicago, 
which led to his acquaintance with a family he 
learned later to esteem very highly. 

At about noon of Sept. 10 

THE ILLINOIS BRIGADE 


left the harbor in twelve large boats, andstarted 
on their coasting voyage along the east shore of 
Lake Michigan. Nothing of interest transpired 
on the journey until Marquette River was 
reached ata point about where the Town of 
Ludington now stands. This was the spot where 
Father Marquette died about 140 years before, 
and they saw the remains of a cedar cross 
erected by bis men at the time of his death to 
mark his grave. And, though the remains of 
the priest-traveler had been removed to the 
Mission at Parga St. Ignace, the cross was heid 
sacred by the voyagers, who, iu passing, paid 
rev owt A to * by kueeling and 7 the sign 
of the cross. It stood about three feet above 
the ground, and, as it was in a fallmg oes 
they reset it, leaving it out of the ground abou 

two feet. As the lecturer never saw it tg 
wards he doubted not but that it was covered by 
the drifting sand of the following winter, and 
that no white man ever saw it after their party 


passed. 

Coast down along the shore of the lake, they 
arrived in due time at the mouth of the Calumet 
River, then known as the “ Little Calumet.“ On 
the followimg morning they made the last twelve 
miles of their lake voyage, which brought them 
to Chicago. Arriving at Douglas Grove, where 
the prairie could be séen through the oak woods, 
the lecturer landed, and, climbing a tree, gazed 
in admiration on the t prairie he had ever 
seen. The waving grass interming! with a 
rich profusion of wild flowers was the most 
beautiful scene he had ever fazed upon. In the 
distance the grove of Blue Island loomed up: 
beyond it the timber on the Desplaines River. 
while, to give animation tothe scene, a herd of 
wild deer appeared, and a pair of red foxes 
emerged from the grass within gunshot. Look- 
ing north, the whitewashed buildings of Fort 
Dearborn sparkled in the sunshine. 

TAKING THE TRAIL LEADING TO THE FORT, 
the lecturer pursued his journey on foot, and, 
on his arrival found the party camped on the 
north side of the river, near what is now North 
State street. A soldier ferried him across the 
riverinacanoe. The afternoon was passed by 
the Commander, the lecturer, and the other 
clerks in paying their respects to the command- 
ing officer at the fort. he next morning he 
breakfasted, by invitation, with Mr. Kinzie, 
where he was introduced to his family, consist- 
ing of Mrs. Kinzie, their daughters Ellen and 
Maia, their son Robert A. Kinzie, late Pay- 
master of the United States Army, and Mrs. 
Heim, a daughter of Mrs. Kinzie, whose interest- 
ing account of the massacre of Fort Dear- 
born, in which sre was herself wounded, 

familiar history. This was the first 
time the lecturer had spoken to a white 
woman since leaving Toronto, and the first 
fumily table at which he had sat since leaving 
his mother’s fireside five months before; and the 
sight of Mrs. Kinzie presiding at her well- 
ordered table carried his thoughts back to home 
and mother, and caused him to burst into tears. 
The homesick boy was, however, comforted by 
Mrs. Kinzie, with whose fumily he had ever 
afterward a welcome home. 

After a stay of one week in Chicago the In- 
nois brigade started with their boats for the 
Desplaines River, the goods being transported 
across the prairie on the backs of the boatmen.,. 
while the boats thus lightened were passed 
through the eastern outlet of and into Mud 
Lake, now known as Ogden's Ditch. Three days 
were consumed in passing through this sink- 
hole of jess than two miles in length. 

The lecturer was assigned to Bureau Post— 
one mile above Hennepin—where his duties were 
to keep the accounts and learn the business 
under Mr. Bebean, a disagreeable, sickly old man 
who could neither read nor write. r. Des- 
champs permitted him to accompany him to St. 
Louis, where the lecturer hoped to meet his 
father and brother. As they came iu sight of 
Fort Clark (now Peoria) they found it on re. 
and surrounded by 100 or more Indians who had 
met there for 4 war dance, each warrior exhibit- 
ing American scalps taken by them during the 
war of 1812-15. One of these braves, suspect- 
ing that the lecturer was an American, thou 5 
told that he was from Montreal, approached 
boat where he was sitting and shook the 
scalps at him. He felt uneasy and frightened at 
first, but when the Indian shook in his face a 
scalp with long hair attached, he became so en- 

raged that he caught up a shotgun and fired. A 
Frenchman by his side quickly struck the barrel 
to one side, and saved the Indian's life. Fear- 
ing the effect of bis imprudence Mr. Deschamps 
ordered the boats to leave immediately, and they 
proceeded down the river, dropping 8 clerks, 
and men ut their several trading-posts, Mr. Des- 
champs with one boat 41 to St. ook 
then a town of 600 or inhabitants. 

From the time the lecturer left Chicago until 
within eighteen miles of K. Louis he did not see 
a white person, aside from those of his party, or 
any vestige of civilization. Between Toronto 
and St. Louis, with the exception of Mackinaw 
and Chicago, the whole intervening country was 
a dense wilderness, inhabited only by Indians. 

Hav described his meeting with his father 
and b rat St. Louis, where he staid, for 
two weeks, The lecturer went on to tell of the 
return trip up the Mississippi ana Illinois Rivers. 
As they reached the several trading posts sup- 
plies were distributed to them consistin 
powder, lead, and tobacco, with 100 — of 
uour to the clerk of each outfit. Dec. 1 tne 
lecturer reached his own station. 

The remainder of the lecture was devoted to

meted out by an Indian tribe to a man who had 
murdered a son of the Chief. murder was 
committed in a drunken brawl,and the mur- 
derer escaped to the head watersofthe Mus- 
kegon, where he passed the winter in a vain en- 
deu vor to secure, by trapping, a sufficient num- 
ber of peitries to give to the Chief as an offer- 
ing to make up for the loss of bis son. He had 
bad luck, bowever, and, knowing that if he did 
not surrender himself, his brother's life would 
be demandéd, he went empty-handed into the 
camp and prepared for the doom, whose execu- 
tion the oe described as follows: 
reached the spot where sat the 
Chief he 3. K bim, saying: I. in a drunken 
moment, stabbed your son. — provoked to it 
by his accusing me of being. coward and call- 
ing mean old woman. 1 fed to the marshes at 
the head of the Muskegon, boping that the Great 
Spirit would favor me inthe hunt so that I could 
ay you for your lost son. i was not successful. 
ere is the knife with which I killed your son; 
by it I wish te die. Save my wife and children. 
Iam done.’ 

“The Chief received the knife, and, handing 
it to his oldest son, said, Kill him.“ The son ad- 
vanced and, placing his left hand upon the 
shoulder of bis victim made two or three feints 
with the knife, and then plunged it into his 
985 to the handle and immediately withdrew 

t. 

Not a murmur was heard from the Indian or 
his wife and children. Not a word was spoken 
by those assembled to witness. All nature was 

silence, broken only by the singing of the birds. 
See eye was turned upon the victim, who 
st motioniess with his eyes firmly fixed upon 
his executioner and calmly received the biow 
without the slightest tremor. For a few mo- 
ments he stood erect, the blood gushing from 
the wound at every pulsation. Then his knees 
began to quake, his eyes and face assumed an 
expression of death, and he sank upon the sand. 

“During aA this time the wife and children 
sat perfectly motionless, gazing upon the hus- 
band and father, not a sigh escaping their lips 
until life was extinct, when they threw them- 
selves upon his dead body lying in a pool of 
blood, in grief and lamentations, bringing tears 
to the eyes of the traders and causing a murmur 
to run through the muititude of Indlans.“ 

At the end of his first year's service the lect- 
urer sent in his resignation to the American Fur 
Company, but it was not accepted, and then be- 
gun nine more years of life ag a fur-trader. 

The lecturer was frequently appiauded during 
the reading of his interesting paper, and at its 
meer na ged A. vote of thanks was unanimously

A Widow’s Five Sons Killed in the War. 
Boston Commonwealth. 

Gen. Schouler wrote to the papers just before 
Thanksgiving in 1864 asking the public to look

I want the 
honor and pleasure of seeing to that mother’s 
thanksgiving dinner myself. Poor woman! And 
yet how can she feast, save in the memory of 
affections, and in the extitation of a beart 
triumphling over human grief, when sustained 
by the thought of the reward to her and hers 
hereafter, who have dene so well and suffered 
so much? Please see mein the morning. Yours 
faithfully, Joun A. ANDREW.” 

Doubtiess the dinner was forthcoming, and the 
physical wants of the widow were bountifully 
supplied. It is supposed that the name of the 
lady was Bliss, as a few days later a widow of 
that name who had lost five sons, her sixth being 
wounded and in hospital, received a touching 
letter ot condolence from President Lincola.
